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‘Visionary’ 

headteacher 

dies aged 47 


A HEADTEACHER who presided 
over the transformation of a pri¬ 
mary school has died suddenly. 

Lesley Farrow, 47, was head of 
Clements Community Primary 
School in Haverhill’s Greenfields 
Way for five years, from 2009 to 
2014. 

The mother-of-two died over 
the weekend. A letter to the 
school’s pupils said the cause 
of the accident was a fall from a 
horse. 

Mrs Farrow oversaw the trans¬ 
formation of the school, as it 
expanded to incorporate more 
pupils, and moved into new 
premises. 

The Ofsted rating of the school 
rose from “satisfactory” to “good” 
while Mrs Farrow was head, and 
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the school’s most recent Ofsted 
report praised her “determined 
and visionary leadership during a 
time of significant expansion and 
change”. 

Clare Reeve, whose daughter 
Poppy attends Clements, said of 
Mrs Farrow: “She was very young 
as far as headteachers go, having 
young children herself. We are all 
very shocked.” 

She continued: “With the new 
school building and new head, 
Clements is now a different 
school, thanks to Lesley Farrow. 

“She will be sorely missed.” 

Karen Smith, whose son Char¬ 


lie attends the school, is a mem¬ 
ber of parents’ group Friends of 
the Clements. On behalf of the 
group, she said: “Our hearts go 
out to her family for their loss. 
She was a pleasure to be around. 
She was always smiling. She loved 
the school and the children. 

“She was well respected and 
professional, and not only was 
she a brilliant headteacher, she 
was a lovely lady.” 

Current headteacher of the 
school Caroline Zwierzchowska- 
Dod said: “We are very sad that 
our former headteacher died 
suddenly over the weekend. 

“We are supporting our 
children and staff and ask that

Arsonist gets 
4 years in jail 


A MAN who set fire to his 
Haverhill home after threat¬ 
ening to kill his partner and 
her daughter has been jailed 
for four years. 

Pawel Rozanski, 38, had to 
be subdued by police offic¬ 
ers using pepper spray and 
was dragged to safety from 
a sofa at the house in The 
Keep as the room filled with 
dense smoke. 

On Friday Ipswich Crown 
Court heard how on March 
9, Ewa Sternik Barann re¬ 
turned home with her 
13-year-old daughter and 
one of her friends. 

Rozanski came downstairs 
and began arguing with Ms 
Baranris daughter before 
pushing her over, said Nico¬ 
la May prosecuting. 

Ms Barann, who had been 
in a relationhip with Rozan¬ 
ski for six years, was then 
grabbed by the head by him 
and shaken, resulting in her 
striking her head on the 
kitchen door. 

Miss May said that Ms 
Barann dehected a blow 
from Rozanski’s knee as he 
made violent threats about 
killing her and her daughter. 

Police were alerted and 
while they were on the way 
to the house Ms Barann told 
Rozanski what was happen¬ 
ing but it appeared to enrage

him further, said Miss May. 

Rozanski went into the 
kitchen and returned with 
two 12 inch knives while 
shouting: “I will kill the po¬ 
lice who come here and af¬ 
ter that your daughter.” 

Shortly afterwards Ro¬ 
zanski went into another 
room and started playing 
loud music which gave Ms 
Barann the opportunity to 
hee, said Miss May. Outside 
she met police officers and 
told them what happened 

As police officers attempt¬ 
ed to speak with Rozanski he 
appeared at the front door 
and then the back door, 
brandishing the knives and 
shouting abuse and threats. 

Rozanski was seen 
through an upstairs window 
starting a fire which rapidly 
took hold, resulting in black 
smoke billowing from the 
property. 

Miss May said with Ro¬ 
zanski refusing to come out, 
police had no option but to 
enter the house where they 
found him laying on a sofa, 
smoking a cigarette and 
laughing and he had to be 
subdued using spray. 


When interviewed by po¬ 
lice, Rozanski told officers: 
“I am very, very angry like 
a bomb” before admitting- 
what he had done and con¬ 
firming that he had assault¬ 
ed Ms Barann once before. 

Miss May said: “He stated 
that his intention was to sit 
on the sofa and wait for the 
fire to take hold of him.” 

Rozanski had pleaded 
guilty to arson being reck¬ 
less as to whether life was 
endangered, assault and us¬ 
ing threatening behaviour. 

Appearing for Rozanski, 
Andrew Shaw said his cli¬ 
ent had anger management 
issues which were made 
worse when he had been 
drinking alcohol. 

A psychiatric report indi¬ 
cated that if Rozanski could 
moderate his drinking, he 
was likely to have fewer an¬ 
ger problems. 

Mr Shaw said that since 
his arrest, Rozanski had 
made a serious attempt to 
take his own life and was 
under 24-hour observation. 

Jailing him, Judge Ru¬ 
pert Overbury told Rozan¬ 
ski: “This was a determined, 
premeditated action fuelled 
by alcohol. 

“You risked other peo¬ 
ple’s lives and you damaged 
property.”

RESIDENTS and council¬ 
lors “strongly object” to a 
planning application which 
would see a 19th-century 
cottage knocked down and 
replaced with new homes. 

Flint Cottage in Haverhill’s 
Bumpstead Road is one of 
the oldest buildings in the 
town, having stood on the 
site since at least 1835. 

A planning application to 
replace it with seven new 
homes was submitted to 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council in june. 

Residents on Bumpstead 
Road, and the neighbour¬ 
ing Ashley Close and Beau¬ 
mont Vale have started a 
social media campaign and 
attended a Haverhill town 
council planning meeting on 
Tuesday night to object. 

Resident Bill Taylor spoke 
at the meeting, raising 10 
objections. As well as the his¬ 
toric nature of the building, 
he cited dangers to wildlife, 
flooding, road safety, and 
disturbances to neighbours. 

Mr Taylor said: “We strong¬ 
ly object to this application. 
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“Flint Cottage is one of the 
oldest and most attractive 
buildings in Haverhill.” 

He added that a report 
into the architectural history 
of the building submitted as 
part of the planning appli¬ 
cation was “totally biased, 
incomplete and inaccurate.” 

Town councillor jason 
Crooks said that he had been 
to the records office in Bury 
St Edmunds to do his own 
research on the property. He 
said he had found it on an 
1825 map of the town. 

The applicant, Kenneth 
Dobinson, was also at the 
meeting. He said: “Demol¬ 
ishing Flint Cottage is not 
our choice. It’s something 
that’s been forced on us by 
Highways.” 

He said that the current 
plan was a response to High¬ 
ways objections to a previ¬ 
ous application. The past 
application proposed build¬ 
ing nine new homes on the 


site and was rejected last Oc¬ 
tober due to Highways con¬ 
cerns. 

Haverhill Town Council’s 
planning committee chose 
to object to the application 
on a number of grounds. 

These included the his¬ 
toric value of the cottage and 
the fact that the Vision 2031 
planning document states 
historic buildings should 
be preserved. They also had 
concerns about increased 
traffic and the speed of vehi¬ 
cles, and requested a report 
from Highways England. 

The cottage used to be a 
listed building, but was de¬ 
listed after extensive 1960s 
repairs and alterations. 

The campaigners, as well 
as objecting to the applica¬ 
tion, are now fighting to have 
the cottage relisted. 

They have started a peti¬ 
tion on change.org, which 
had 456 supporters within a 
day of being set up. 

They have also set up a Fa¬ 
cebook page, which you can 
find by searching “Save Flint 
Cottage” on the site.

'Clean up this children's play area' 


A RESIDENT has spoken out 
about the poor state of a 
Haverhill play area. 

Ben Brangwin, 36, who 
lives in the town's Forest 
Glade, said he was "not very 
happy" about the state of 
the Howe Road play area. 

Mr Brangwin, who has a 
2-year-old daughter and a 
4-year-old son went on: "I 
think that play area has been 
there for a long long time, 
more than 20 years, and it's 
just very run down." 

He emailed Suffolk 
County Council about the 
play area after he visited 
it with his daughter last 
Friday, and plans to get in 
touch with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. He said: 

"I noticed there were some

bolts missing that went up 
the steps, and quite a lot 
of corrosion. I would like 
the council to spend some 
money there and do it up, or 
maybe replace a lot of the 
play equipment." 

Mr Brangwin went on: 
"There was a roundabout a 
couple of years ago and that 
got taken away and nothing 
replaced it." 

A council spokesman 
said: "As with all our 
play facilities, the Howe 
Road play area is subject 
to weekly inspections by 
a council officer. If we 
had any safety concerns 
we can close the park or 
remove a particular item of 
play equipment. It is also 
assessed once a year by 


an independent inspector 
who can recommend that 
the park either be closed 
or action taken to repair 
or remove a piece of 
equipment if required. 

"While we acknowledge 
the play area does look 
tired, we are happy with its 
safety. We have a rolling 
programme to replace 
play equipment and have 
recently invested in the 
Aeroplane Park and the 
Recreation Ground in 
Haverhill. The Howe Road 
play area isn't on our list to 
replace during this financial 
year. That said, we will 
obviously carry on with our 
weekly inspections and if we 
have any concerns we will 
take immediate action." 


Warning over 
insulation ads 


COUNCILLORS are urging 
the residents of Haverhill to 
be wary of home insulation 
advertising. 

At a town council plan¬ 
ning committee on Tuesday 
night, councillors objected 
to adding external cladding 
as insulation to a Victorian 
terraced house in Withers¬ 
field Road. 

They said that the clad¬ 
ding, which would have cov¬ 
ered up original red brick 
with an off-white layer, was 
“inappropriate”. 

Cllr lohn Burns said: “A 
lot of this is down to letters 
coming through the door 
saying ‘Clad your house’. I’m

starting to hear horror sto¬ 
ries of people who replied, 
sent their money in, and the 
job’s not done.” 

Cllr Clive Turner added: “I 
think this is beginning to be 
a new wave of 1970s double 
glazing salesmen.” 

They urged residents to 
think carefully before mak¬ 
ing decisions about home 
insulation, and to be aware 
that external cladding might 
not be considered appropri¬ 
ate if it was out of keeping 
with surrounding buildings. 


They said residents might 
find that the job could not 
be completed due to plan¬ 
ning objections. 

Cllr Turner said: “On a per¬ 
sonal level I think the sales¬ 
men are being a bit naughty. 
But covered up brickwork is 
inappropriate.” 

However Cllr Quillon Fox 
added: “I think it’s impor¬ 
tant to say that we are not 
against insulating houses. 
We are not going for this 
proposal, but we are trying 
to say ‘Do better’.” 

They did not object to an 
application to install exter¬ 
nal insulation at a modern 
property in Woodcock Close.

A NOVICE cyclist from 
Haverhill is pedal¬ 
ling more than 1,000 
km in just eight days.

FIRE service bosses are 
aiming to save more than 
£1 million over the next 
three years due to gov¬ 
ernment cuts - and they 
are asking the people of 
Haverhill for their ideas. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
has launched a pre-con¬ 
sultation asking for resi¬ 
dents’ opinions on where 
the axe should fall. 

It will be followed by a 
full consultation in the 
autumn, after which the 
service will be redesigned 
to save money and fall in 
line with central govern¬ 
ment cuts. 

The pre-consultation 
will run until July 24. The 
aim is to generate as much 
feedback and as many ide¬ 
as for a redesign as possi¬ 
ble, to help inform the full 
consultation. 

Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for 
environment and public 
protection, Cllr Matthew 


Hicks, said: “Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service has a 
strong reputation as being 
one of the most efficient in 
England with a track record 
for being innovative and 
for delivering very efficient 
and effective services. 

“The service operates 
a shared 999 fire control 
with Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue, collaborates 
with other blue-light ser¬ 
vices in Suffolk to share 
property and has changed 
fire station crewing and 
its management structure 
to become even more ef¬ 
ficient. 

“This pre-consultation 
is really important. We 
would like to hear from 
people, before consider¬ 
ing any ideas, about how 
we might redesign the ser¬ 
vices that are currently de¬ 
livered.” 

He added: “We want our 
fire and rescue service to 
continue to deliver its ser¬ 
vices and become even 
more efficient, given the 
ongoing reductions in cen¬ 
tral funding. 


“I would urge people to 
let us have their views so 
that these can be taken 
into account when we start 
to develop our ideas, which 
we will be consulting pub¬ 
licly on later this year.” 

So far, the consultation’s 
web page has been viewed 
more than 300 times and 
they have received feed¬ 
back via Facebook.

FIAT has released the first pictures 
of the updated 500, complete with 
‘airy glasshouse’ and rear lights that 
‘almost look like illuminated tat¬ 
toos’. 

More than 1,800 ‘innovative’ de¬ 
tail changes have been made, says 
Fiat, on a car that intends to keep 
its crown as the high-cost city car of 
choice - prices for entry-level ver¬ 
sions will start at £10,890, or about 
the same as an absolutely top-spec 
Skoda Citigo. 

Such an overhaul of minor details 
has left the styling largely alone, 
which will be music to the 500 fan 
club’s ears, although the front does 
now have rounded LED daytime 
running lights for a more ‘2016’ look. 

It’s also the same size as be¬ 
fore, at 3.57m long, 1.63m wide 
and 1.49m tall, with the signature 
clamshell bonnet but slightly more 
angled headlights for a ‘bolder and 
more confident gaze’. 

It’s the tail fights that are the most 
confusing, though, with ‘empty’ light 
clusters that have body-coloured 


centres, from which ‘light appears to 
emanate almost like an illuminated 
tattoo’. 

Inside the ‘airy glasshouse’ - that 
would be the passenger area, then 
- things are just as familiar despite 
claims of ‘extensive revisions’. But 
all versions now feature the Ucon- 
nect entertainment system, pre¬ 
viously only offered on high-end 
grades. 

Three petrol engines that buyers 
already know and love will be of¬ 
fered; a 68bhp 1.2 as the cheapest 
option and two versions of the 0.9-li- 
tre TwinAir two-cylinder turbo, with 
84 and 104bhp respectively. The 
TwinAir 84bhp has achieved an av¬ 
erage of 74.3mpg in official tests. 

Safety is boosted by larger brakes 
than before, while somehow the en¬ 
gineers have stuffed seven airbags 
into the tiny cabin - or should that 
be ‘glasshouse’? 

The 500 is due to go on sale in 
September, with prices of high-spec 
models expected to reach perilously 
close to £18,000.

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Middle lane hogs: 
The law is vigilant 



MOTORWAY: Middle 
lane hogs now know 
that a prosecution g 
can succeed 


T HE first driver in the UK 
has been prosecuted for 
hogging the middle lane. 
It's taken two years since the 
legislation came into force for 
this to happen, but the van 
driver was fined almost £1,000 
and given five penalty points on 
his licence. 

The reason police in West 
Yorkshire decided this was 
the appropriate method for 
dealing with this driver is the 
fact he persistently refused to 
move from the middle lane of 
the M62, despite there being 
sufficient space in the inside 
lane for him to move over safely. 

Safety is the key issue in 
the debate about middle lane 
hoggers. Some argue the middle 
lane is the safest place to be 
on a motorway as it offers the 
most space between you and 
the barriers on either side of 
the road. These drivers claim it 
means they are not mixing with 
the slower heavy goods vehicle 
traffic that is predominantly in 


lane one and also means they 
are not preventing other drivers 
from passing in lane three. 

However, the Highway Code 
Rule 264 clearly states that all 
drivers must keep to the left- 
hand lane when not overtaking. 
This means all drivers of all 
vehicles should be in lane one 
unless they are passing slower 
vehicles. 

Depending on the speed 
of your vehicle and those in 
the inner lanes, the amount of 
space and time you have will 
determine whether or not it's 
safe to move to the inside lane. 

The police recommend 
maintaining a 100-metre gap 
between your car and the one 
in front at 70mph. Handily, this 
equates to a two-second gap 
and that is the safe amount of 
time in dry conditions to allow 
for spotting a hazard further 
up the road and reacting in 
time to keep yourself and other 
motorists safe. 

Just as handily, most sections 


of motorway have marker 
boards placed every 100 metres 
along the hard shoulder, so 
it is not difficult to gauge a 
100-metre distance to the car 
in front. 

Given this safe distance, 
which should be doubled in wet 
weather, it's easy to identify a 
space between vehicles in the 
inside lane that is a sufficient 
distance to pull into. 

While some might think it 
pointless to change lanes for 
a short distance and period of 
time, it is good driving practice. 

It allows cars behind to pass 
without using the third lane, 
which in turn helps keep traffic 
flowing smoothly. 

What you must not do while 
driving in lane one or two is 
overtake traffic in the outer 
lanes. Known as undertaking, 
it's illegal in the UK and 
dangerous, and could result in 
a conviction for driving without 
due care or even careless 
driving.
